MacArthur Called 


Savior of East's 


Faith in Religion 


Manila, P. 
I.,—fAP)—General 


MacArthur donned the scarlet cap 
and academic hood as an honor- 
ary doctor of laws Saturday at 
Santo Thomas university, oldest 
college under the American flag, 
whose rector described him as 
"the savior of Christian civiliza- 
tion and culture in the far cast." 


In a 10-minute speech of ac- 


ceptance, the allied supreme com- 
mander said: 


"The struggle is now over. The 


cause of right and justice has 
pievailed. 
Christianity, democra- 


cy and the essence of western 
culture have survived 
and the 


east is about to be opened to an 
enlightened age wherein its peo- 
ples progressively may attain that 
higher degree of human 
dignity 


which the war has been fought 
to preserve. 


Cultures to Be_Blended 


"They will find a blend between 


the culture of the east and the cul- 
ture of the west which best suits 
their 
character 
and 
divergent 


philosophies of life. Thus to man- 
kind some day will came a real- 
ization that the same sun with 
which the Creator in His infinite 
wisdom has endowed all the peo- 
ples on earth gives light and 
warmth to the entire universe— 
both to the east and west—and 
all hesitance against assimilation 
of the cultural strength nf one by 
the other will eventually disap- 
pear. 


"Then will come the hope for 


lasting- peace between peoples of 
the earth, a peace based upon mu- 


tual faith and ideals that will best 
serve the advancement of the hu- 
man race, and finally upon realiza- 
tion that only through peace may 
mankind find progress, happiness 
and his very survival."

The scroll was inscribed with 


testimony to MacArthur for "lib- 
erating the Phillipines" and for 
sending his forces to free 3,700 
civilian internees and the univer- 
sity faculty at Santo Tomas. The 
campus was the site of the larg- 
est internment camp in the Phil- 
ippines. 
A flying column of the 


1st division cavalry entered it on 
Feb. 3 in the first penetration of 
Manila. 


MacArthur was the fourth per- 


son to receive an LLD from the 
university, operated by the Dom- 
inican brothers. Others were Os- 
mena, the late President Manuel 
Quezon, and former High Com- 
missioner Frank Murphy, now an 
associate of the supreme court of 
the United States.
